Dr. Emmons and Mr. Perrin

Testing Event 





The Upland-Ontario milk sup- 
ply established a rating of 94.4 
per cent, as a result of survey of 
the local milk inspection depart- 
ment and a surprise milk scoring 
contest conducted by a represent- 
ative of the Bureau of Dairy Con- 
trol of the State Department of 
Agriculture. 

Local Men Aid 


This rating was secured by the 
local health department. under the 
administration of Dr. C. L. Em- 
mons, health officer; C. A. Perrin, 
dairy inspector, and H. R. Stan- 
ford, bacteriologist and laboratory 
technician. 

There are three outstanding 
reasons why the milk supply in 
Upland and throughout California 
today is of higher quality than 
that of former years—the system 
of inspection is most extensive and 
rigidly enforced—education as to 
the necessity of using only pure 
and wholesome milk has created 
a demand for the highest quality, 
and the dairymen and dealers are 
cooperating in every possible way 
to comply with the . requirements 
of clean milk production. 

Quality Improved 

In the past few years there has 
been a strong movement to im- 
prove the quality of milk sold as 
market milk. This movement has 
been concerned not only with in- 
creased sanitation in the produc- 


ing and handling of milk but also | 


with raising its nutritive value. 
The discovery of vitamins in milk 


has played a leading role in arous- | 


ing attention to its food value 
and as a consequence has greatly 
increased the consumption of 
milk. 

Dr. R. P. Gingerich of the Bur- 
eau of Dairy Control conducted 
the survey and contest and gave 
the following results of the con- 
test:

Builder of Third House In New 
Colony Tells of Early Activities 


Beginning of activities in 
what is now Ontario and Up- 
land meant the beginning of 
life in Ontario for Judge George 
R. Holbrook, who was super- 
intendent of outdoor activities 
for the Chaffey brothers in 
their building of the early com- 
munity, and who is the father 
| of the first boy born in the 
community. 
He built the third house in 
the community, assisted the 
nurseryman in laying out the 
location of the Euclid avenue 
| trees, and in many ways his 
constructive influence was felt 

| in the building of the early 
community. 

| Those were the days when 
greasewood and sagebrush were 

| used as fuel, when kerosene 
was the only source of illumi- 
nation, when dancing was the 
only public amusement, when 

George Chaffey visioned a com- 

munity with electricity and a 

street car and when nearly ev- 

eryone laughed at him. 
When Ontario incorporatea 
with approximately 500 inhabi- 
| tants during the 1890's, Judge 
| Holbrook was named as_ the 
city’s first magistrate. Later 
he resigned and after serving 
| for eight years on the county 
board of supervisors, two years 
as county auditor and three 
years as chairman of the coun- 
i ty board of horticultural com- 
| missioners and after other 
service, he returned to the desk 
in the Ontario city hall in 1913. 

Such ‘is the life of the man, 
who came to the community 
in May, 1883 with his wife, 
and the couple today have the 
distinction of being the only 
ones still here that were here 
47 years ago. Isaac W. Whit- 
aker held this distinction until

It is expensive for men with-

The San Antonio Light and 
Power company was organized in 
July, 1891, and was the first high 
tension long distance electric com- 
pany ever formed for commercial 
purposes. A. W. Burt was secre- 
tary and manager of the company 
and served as the efficient direct- 
ing head of the concern for years. 

The idea was born in the mind 
‘of C. G. Baldwin, at that time 
president of Pomona college. In 
j his journeyings around Southern 
| California in the interests of the 
college, he visited Ventura and ob- 
| served a small electric plant. He 
enlisted the support of an active 
|group of people and the power 
j company and the little power 
house were the result. 

Located on the western side of 
the Camp Baldy road in San An- 
tonio canyon about 14% miles, the 
plant is obscured from view. No 
road leads to the building, but the 
construction of a short highway 
,is also contemplated. As tenta- 
‘tive plans are being made for the 
rebuilding of the plant, ideas are 
| also being studied for advertising 
the fact that this city has such 
an historic structure. 

That the San Antonio plant was 
| the first established and can right- 
jly claim the distinction of being 
the father of the high tension sys- 
tem is a fact acknowledge by 
southland electric men. 

Glenn D. Smith, manager of the 
{Southern California Edison com-

The Standard Flying Schools, a 
division of Western Air Express, 
are now making final arrange- 
ments for the establishment of a 
branch school on the Ontario mun- 
icipal airport. An extensive in- 
vestigation of this area conducted 
by Lee Flanagin, chief instructor, 
and Paul E. Richter, Jr., vice-pres- 
ident and general manager of the 
Standard Flying Schools, disclosed 
that while there is not a single 
commercial flying school in the 
entire county yet, there are many 
residents in this district desirous 
of flight training. The perman- 
ent basing here of a branch of the 
Standard Flying! Schools will nat- 
urally depend upon the support 
manifested by those interested in 
learning to fly. For those desiring 
information regarding the course 
of instruction given by the Stand- 
ard Flying School, Mr. Richter and 
Mr. Flanagin will fly from their 
Los Angeles airport to Ontario ‘on 
Saturday, Aug. 16. Between 2 and 
5 that afternoon these officials will 
give a complete outline of the 
courses of instruction to be had 
at the new branch school at On- 
tario. 

“We have been convinced of the 
urgent need of a reputable flying 
school in this vicinity. While 
there is not a single flying school 
in this territory other than the 
government school at Riverside, it 
is one of the best locations to be 
had for a training school. The 
fact that the government has one 
of its two primary schools here is 
significant of its many advantages 
as a location for training students 
in flying,” Richter claims.
